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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-30, drawn to a linearization circuit and method, classified in class 327, 
subclass 350. 

II. Claims 31-34, drawn to an processor interface, classified in class 341, subclass 
126. 

III. Claims 35-37, drawn to a method of controlling varactor displacement, classified 
in class 438, subclass 379. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in this 
relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does not require 
the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that the 
subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant 
case, the combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as 
claimed because the combination does not require provision of a linear relationship. The 
subcombination has separate utility such as in a analog only system. 

Inventions I or II and III are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that 
they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different designs, modes of 
operation, and effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the instant case, the different 
inventions are unrelated as inventions I and II do not include a "varactor". 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, their different required search 
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and their recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is 
proper. 

During a telephone conversation with David Syrowik on 13 February 2006 a provisional 
election was made without traverse to prosecute the invention of Group I, claims 1-30. 
Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in replying to this Office action. Claims 
31-37 are withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 37 CFR 1.142(b), as being 
drawn to a non-elected invention. 

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, the 
inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one or more of the 
currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the 
application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by a request under 37 CFR 
1.48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1.1 7(i). 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) an 
election of a species or invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 
CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To reserve 
a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse. If the reply does not distinctly and 
specifically point out supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election shall be treated 
as an election without traverse. 

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the inventions or species are not patentably 
distinct, applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record showing the 
inventions or species to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the case. In 
either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over the prior art, the 
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evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) of the other 
invention. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "oscillator" of claim 20 must be 
shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure 
must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 
renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will 
be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to 
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which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best 
mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claim 30 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, first paragraph, as based on a disclosure 
which is not enabling. The step of -determining the logarithm of the input signal— (in addition 
to the step of "determining a 3/2 power") is deemed critical or essential to the practice of the 
invention, but is not included in the claim(s). An arrangement lacking this feature is not enabled 
by the disclosure since it cannot be understood from the specification how the circuit will 
provide the recited "substantially linear relationship" without such. In re Mayhew, 527 F.2d 
1229, 188 USPQ 356 (CCPA 1976). 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

In claim 1, there is no circuitry recited to provide the "sum of a logarithm of the input 
signal plus the square root signal". Thus, it is not understood how the circuit can operate. 

Claims 2-20 are rejected as not overcoming the indefiniteness discussed above with claim 

1. 

In claim 5, there is no antecedent for "voltage-to-current converter". It appears that claim 
5 should depend from claim 2.

In claim 20, there is no support found in the specification for the "apparatus to provide a 
substantially linear relationship between an input signal and a selected parameter" including "an 
oscillator". 

Claim 21 is rejected for similar reasons as claim 1. 

Claims 22-25 are rejected as not overcoming the indefiniteness discussed above with 
claim 21. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1, 4, 7-9, 13, 14 and 28-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Dickson (USPAP 2004/0013348). 

With respect to claims 1, 4, 7-9, 13 and 14, Dickson discloses, in Fig. 5, a circuit 
comprising: "an input signals (COMMANDED POWER)"; "a square root converter (206) 
couplable to receive the input signal (via 203 and 207)"; "a logarithmic generator (203) 
couplable to receive the input signal and coupled to the square root converter"; and "a combiner 
(207)", all connected and operating similarly as recited by Applicant. 
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With respect to claims 28-30, clearly the above circuit to Dickson will provide the recited 
method. 

Claims 2, 3, 5, 6, 10-12 and 15-25 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
